I have now waited with all due Deference 
a Twelvemonth for the Judgment of the 
Public, upon the Plan laid down in the 
Eſſay, and it gives me Pleaſure to obſerve, 
that only one general Obj ction hath been 
made to it, which was in February laſt.

ledge, we could not poſſibly attain to it. Ob- 
ſerve the general Plan of Providence in the Eco- 
nomy of the World, ſupernatural Means are 
never made uſe of, where natural may be ſuffi- 
cient ; in the Revelation therefore of ſo 
a Myſtery, as the preſent, it is not to be ſup- 

oſed, that the perfect Knowledge of it ſhould 
hb imparted to us, till the Fullneſs of Time 
was come; till the actual Completion of cer- 
tain Events foretold in a long Chain of Pro- 
phecy relative thereto, had firſt taken Place; 
at leaſt ſo many of them, as were ſufficient to 
raiſe the Attention of Mankind, in order to 
prove the whole to be the wonderful Work 


LeT us then examine our preſent Plan by. 
this common Rule of Judgment amongſt Man- 
kind. If upon the whole, it appears uniform, 
and derives an Authority from the holy Scrip- 
tures themſelves, and feems worthy of God 
to reveal in ſuch a Form, it claims our deepeſt 
Attention, in order to underſtand it, But, 
ſhould it not in every Point minutely anſwer 
to our Expectation, or Wiſhes at firſt, it may 
ſtill be of Uſe in our ſearches after Truth; as 
it may lead us on to Inquiries, which may 
terminate in a full Diſcovery of. the whole.

Axii. 7. Bleſſed is he, that keepeth the Sayings 
of the Prophecy of this Book. And by Daniel 
we are told, xii. 10. That many ſhall be puri- 
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fied and made White, and tried: hut the Wicked 
ſhall do wickedly ; and none of the Wicked ſhall 
underſtand, but the Wiſe ſhall underfland; Let 
us then, as Chriſtians, aim at this Knowledge, 
fince it hath that moſt gracious Promiſe an- 
nexed to it, that it will make us wiſe, wiſe 
unto Salvation, * 


Ius Importance of this Knowledge muſt 
be evident to us at firſt ſight, ſince it is intended 
to point out to us a moſt tremendous Power 
which will compaſs Sea and Land in order to 
gain one Proſelyte, and hath already beld all 
tbe World in Subjection. It points out to our 
full View that little Horn of Daniel, vii. 8. in 
which were Eyes like the Eyes of a Man, and 
a Mouth ſpeaking great Things, A Horn, 
which was deſcribed to St. John, under the 
Character of a Wild Beaſt, whoſe Power was 
derived from @ Dragon, the moſt fierce and 
ſavage of all Animals, Rev. xiii. 5. To whom, 
avas given a Mouth ſpeaking great Things, and 
Blaſphemies ; and Power was grven lo bim to 
continue. forty and two 'Meonths, v. 6. and be 
opened his Mouth in Blaſphemy againſt God, to 
blaſpheme bis Name, and bis Tabernacle, and 
them that dwell in Heaven, v. 7. And it 
«vas given unto him to make War with the Saints, 
and overcome them, and Paver was given bim 
over all Tribes and People, and Tongues and Na- 
tions, v. 8. And all that dwell on the Earib 
ſhall worſhip him, whoſe Names are not wwritten 
in the Bao if Life of the Lamb ſlain from the 
Wh : Foundation 
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| Foundation of the World. The full Knowledge 
of this dreadful Being, his Riſe, his Power, 
and his Declenſion, are to be learnt only from 
a diligent Study of the Revelation to St. John. 
From thence alone we can learn, for the Pas 
tience and Comfort of the Saints; that this 
ſubtle and infinuating Power ſhall at laſt, with 
all its blind Adherents, after the Judgment has 
fat upon bim, go into endleſs Perdition. This 
important Knowledge will confirm us in that 
Faith whereby wwe muſt be ſaved ; a Faith, which 
as its moſt gracious Reward, hath the Promiſe 
of a daily Protection and Preſervation in this 
Life; but above all, engageth to us, upon the 
moſt ſolid Grounds, when the fleeting Pleaſures 
of this World are no more, the Enjoyment of a 
Happineſs, eternal in the Heavens, the juſt Re- 
ward of them only that die in the Lord. 
Lx x us then, as becometh true Chriſtians, 
examine more minutely into this material: Point 
of Knowledge, for it very deeply concerns us. 
It is moſt probable and agreeable to Reaſon, ag 
well as Scripture, as ſome of our Writers have 
obſerved, that the two Witneſſes taken Notice 
of, Rev. xi. 3. ſhould be literally two, and not 
many, as others have ſuppoſed. .-It is like wiſe 
further probable, even from the Voice of $crip- 
ture, that theſe two Witneſſes ſhould not hve 
upon the Earth at the ſame Time, nor both 
of them under the Law, or the Goſpel, but one 
under each, that by their united Evidence they 


may mutually confirm and ſtrengthen hat 
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each other hath advanced, and thereby perpe- 
tuate their Evidence to the End of Time. This 
ſeems moſt agreeable to that moſt gracious 


Promiſe of our Saviour, that he would be with 
his Diſciples to the End of the World, 


WMuo then more proper to raiſe and eſtabliſh 
ſuch a Degree of Evidence under the Law, than 
Daniel, who was expreſsly declared. by the 
Voice of an Angel, Gabriel, Daniel ix. 23. 
to have been a Man greatly beloved of God? 
Behold in him, the Man whoſe Probity and 
Integrity of Heart in the Conduct of human 
Life, had miraculouſly raiſed him, though a 
Captive, to be the third in command over the 
whole Kingdom of Babylon! Behold in him, 
one whoſe truly patriotic Care for his native 
Country, and the eſtabliſhed Religion of it, 
had endeared. him to his own People, and 
' whoſe earneſt Zeal for the Honor of his.God, 
had induced him frequently, 7o ſer bis Face 
unto the Lord God, to ſeek by Prayer and Sup- 
plications, with faſting and Sackcloth and Aſhes, 
ix. 3. And to beſeech. him, v. 16. to let bis An- 
ger, and his Fury, be turned away from the 
City of Feruſalem, his holy Mountain : becauſe, 
for their Sins, and for the. Tmquities of their 
Fathers, Feruſalem and the People of the Lord 
were become a Reproach to all them that were 
about them, From theſe diſintereſted Principles, 
the genuine DiRates of a noble and a generous 
Mind, - and productive of the moſt glorious 
Actions, it was concluded, that the es 
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God was in him, and that Light and Under- 
landing, and Wiſdom like the Wiſdom of the 
Gods was found in him, He who was thus ap- 
parently the Favorite of Heaven, ſoon after 
was diſtinguiſhed by the Favor of an Earthly 
Prince; was chthed in Scarlet, and wore a 
Chain of Gold about bis Neck. It is probable, 
and agreeable to Reaſon as well as Scripture, 
that the Man thus fingularly in Favor i God 
and Man, ſhould be the very Perſon appointed 
by God' himſelf, for one of the two faithful 
Witneſſes of the Teſtimony of Feſus, which is, 
the Spirit of Prophecy. e 


As we have concluded Daniel to have been 
a proper Witneſs under the Law, we are now 
to ſeek for another under the Goſpel, Read 
but the Goſpel in Favor of St. John the Evan- 
geliſt, wherein he is five Times tiled, as the 
learned Mede obſerves, the Diſciple ubom Je- 
ſus loved, who alfo leaned on his Breaſt at Sup- 
per. To whom, as the higheſt Inftance of our 
Saviour's Love and Affection, in his very laſt 
Agonies he recommended the ' Care of his 
pious and diſconſolate Mother, in theſe ex- 
preflive and affecting Words, Woman ! bebold 
thy Son ; then, faith he to the Diſciple, Behold 
thy Mother ! The Words ate few, but deeply 
expreſſive of that high Veneration the. great 
Maſter of human Nature muſt have had for 
that Diſciple, whom be publicly profeſſed, 
that he loved. Where then among the Sons 
.of Men, could there be found a more proper 

 &'2- Perſon 
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Perſon than St. John the Evangeliſt! But to 
put this beyond all Doubt, he is expreſsly de- 
clared to have been one, choſen on purpoſe, 
to bear Record of the Word of: God, and of the 
Teſtimony of Jeſus Chrift, and of all the Things 
that he ſaw. Eſpecially, when we add the 
following deciſive Conſideration, that the ſeve- 
ral Viſions revealed both to Daniel and St. John, 
were miraculouſly communicated to them, by, 
or in the Preſence of, the Man clothed in Linen, 
that flood upon the Waters, who by ſimilar De- 
ſcriptions, Daniel x. 5, 6. Rev. i. 13, 14, 15, 18. 
and Rev. ii. 18. is expreſsly declared to have 
been the Sin of God. From Witneſſes ſuch as 
theſe, the Law and the Goſpel derive a Force not 
to be withſtood, Hereby our bleſſed Saviour 
has verified in part, that moſt gracious Promiſe 
of his to his Diſciples, that though it was ex- 
pedient for them that he ſhould leave them and 
go away, yet that he would be wi:h them and 
their Followers to the End of the World. He 
hath ſtrengthened both theirs and our Faith, 
by an inconteſtible Proof. of their Power being 
from above, ſince no Man could do ſuch 
Things as they did, by the very Confeſſion of 
their Enemies, unleſs God was with him; and 
by giving them the more ſure Word of Prophecy Y, 
God bath given them a Mauth and Wiſdom which 
oll the Word ſhall not be abie to gainſay or -rejijt, 
The Force of this. Kind of Evidence will in 
ſome Meaſure appear from that Declaration of 
St. Paul, 1 Cor. xiii. 8. Whether there be Pro- 
Bens they Tall Jail whether there be Tongues, 


they 
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they ſhall ceaſe ; whether there be Knowledge, it 
ſhall vamſh away, for we knno in part, and ue 
prophecy in part. But it is not ſo with Nume- 
rical Prophecies, ſince the Portion of Numbers 
is irrevocably fixed by the great Author of 
Nature, The Spirit of Prophecy therefore, 
ſeems to reſt upon Numbers joined to the 
Completion of Events. Daniel himſelf ſeems 
to have intimated this, v. 26. This, ſays he, 
to Belſhazzar, is the Interpretation of the Hand- 
writing, Mene, God bath numbered thy Kingdom, 
ond finiſhed it, implying thereby, that a certain 
Time was fixed for the End of his Kingdem, 
which it was beyond the Reach of Fate to alter, 
nor could the Wit or Power of Man haſten or 
delay it; for God himſelf had already portioned 
out the Number of Years, at the Expiration of 
which, his Kingdom was to be divided, and 
given to the Medes and Perfians. Thus, in 
the preſent caſe, if with a perfect coincidence 
and Agreement of Events with Pred ions, 
Daniel's and'St. John's Numerical Prophecies 
are extended from the Birth of our S:viour, 
and are to terminate preciſcly at the End. of 
St. John's Millenium, (the utmoſt Limits of 
Time we are permitted to know, ſince to that 
will ſucceed + the general Judgment, the Day 
and Hour of which knoweth no Man) then we 
have a moſt inconteſtible Earneſt, that this 
kind of Evidence is, according to the Decla- 
ration in the Revelation to St. John, the 7% 
mony of Jeſus, which is the Spirit sf Prophecy. 
What greater Degree of Evidence can be cx- 
2 C 3 | peed, 
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| pected, or more properly deemed the Spirit of 
Bose (poſſibly in Alluſion hereto, St. 
Peter might call it The more ſure Word of Pro- 
phecy) than a long and regular Train of Pro- 
phecies and Events mutually ſtrengthening each 
other, and falling out upon. the very Years 
marked out and aſſigned to them in holy Scrip- 
ture, by a variety of Numerical Prophecies ? 
The Mind of Man cannot conceive a more 
powerful Atteſtation than this, which ſeems to 
comprehend every Thing that can be deemed 
neceflary to make a proper Impreſſion on a 
Mind endued with Reaſon, Where can we 
fix the Criterion of our Faith, if this is not a 
ſufficient Degree of Evidence to ground it upon. 
This is the very Evidence our Saviour himſelf re- 
ferredtheJews to, as ſufficient, and recommended 
them to believe in him for the Werd and Works 
ſake, No mere verbal Expreſſions alone, can 
amount to a Degree of certainty at this Diſ- 
tance of Time from the Operation of the Acts 
themſelves, to be ſafely relied upon; ſince 
daily -Experience convinces us, that the Con- 
ſtruction of Words only, greatly depends upon 
the Imagination or Diſpoſition of the Reader ; 
and that the Strength of Evidence with regard 
to paſt Events, depends upon a variety of Cir- 
cumſtances, and the known Veracity of the 
Relaters, of which we are liable to be deceived 
in our Judgment, or to be impoſed upon by 
our favorable Opinion of traditionary Evidence, 
But the Power and Extent of Numbers is un- 
alterably fixed and determined, The Power 


of 
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of every ſingle Unit, hath been, and is deter- 
mined beyond the utmoſt Cavil of the boldeſt 
Sceptic, by the unchangeable Fiat of the Al- 
mighty. Nor, can all the Art or Wit of 
Man, make two or three, more or leſs than 
five; nor any Number of Units to exceed, or 
fall ſhort of that determined Value, which the 
great Author of Nature at firſt aſſigned to them. 
Fer he bath weighed the World in a Ballance. 
By Meaſure hath he meaſured the Times, and by 
Number bath he numbered the Times, and he doth 
not move nor ſtir them, until the ſaid Meaſure be 
fulfilled, 2 Eſdras iv. 36, 37. The Knowledge 
then conveyed to us by the Force of Numbers, 
delivered by the icamediate Inſpiration of God 
himſelf, muſt be a certain Knowledge. Other 
Knowledge we have but in part; this alone can 
never fail us. It appears to be the moſt likely 
Method for infinite Wiſdom to infuſe into, and 
impreſs upon, our Minds thoſe Depths of Wiſ⸗- 
dom, and that great Myſtery of our Redemp- 
tion, which otherwiſe in our preſent weak and 
imperfect State, our Minds are incapable of 
receiving any competent Degree of Knowledge 
of. Numbers are the moſt eaſy and certain 
Mediùm for conveying to us a Knowledge of 
the ſublimeſt Truths, and therefore are uni- 
verſally allowed and made Uſe of, to convey 
to us an Idea even of Infinity. It is from this 
Experience of their great Power, that we com- 
monly pronounce Mathematical Proofs to be 
certain and undeniable, and, at the ſame Time, 


many of them are level to, and within the 
C 4 Reach 
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Reach of, almoſt every Capacity; accordingly 
Numbers are made Uſe of in the common Oc- 
currences of Life, and it is very obſervable, 
that frequently a Man whoſe Capacity will not 
reach the common Uſage of Words, to apply 
them with the leaſt Degree of Propricty, ſhall 
prove an Adept in Figures, They are iikewiſ(e 
univerſally allowed to be ſo ſafe a Medium for 
the Conveyance of Knowledge, that we even 
preſume to aim at, and propoſe to gain ſome 
Knowledge even of, Infinity itſelf by the Uſe 
of them. And without the Help of Numbers, 
our utmoſt Knowledge, as the wiſe Man hath 
obſerved, Proverbs xiv. 23, endeth in the Talk 
of the Lips, which tendeth only to Penury, In 
the old and new Teſtament, the Afſiſtance of 
Numbers is called in, where the Nature of tho 
Subject will admit of it; and the Knowledge of 

| particulars is conveyed to us by Numbers, de- 
finite or indefinite ; which may in many Caſes, 
as we have experienced, bear a Reference to 
each other; though Diſtance of Time and 
Place may induce us for a while to conclude 
otherwiſe, There does not, perhaps, occur 
throughout the old or new ene an In- 
ſtance wherein the Force of Numbers was 
more immediately requiſite, than this at preſent 
under our Conſideration. The total Deſtruction 
of a tyrannical Power, terrible to behold, and 
dreadtul even in a Viſion, was to be pointed out 
and foretold, at an immenſe Diſtance of Time, 
daring the higheſt Exertion of that Power, 
from wacnce it was to ariſe; a Power of ſuch 
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a wonderful Influence, that it had been fore- 
told the very Image of it only ſhould one Day 
hold all the World in Subjection. How then 
could this important Event be more effeQually, 
or leſs offenſively pointed out to public View 
than by Numbers, which cannot be changed ; 
and yet might conceal for wiſe Reaſons, the 
Knowledge of this Deſtiny from thoſe, whoſe 
unhappy Genius might lead them on, if diſ- 
covered to them, to add to the Meaſure of 
their Iniquity by vainly endeavouring to fru- 
ſtrate the Completion of this important Prophe- 
cy? Hereby the Knowledge of ſuch a Myſtery 
might be communicated, for the Comfort and 
Patience of the Saints, to a few happy Indivi- 
duals ; but be reſerved from a mote general Notice 
till certain proper Events ſhould ariſe to apply 
it more forcibly, and carry Conviction along 
with it even to the almoſt, as well as alto- 
gether Chriſtian, in giving an Earneſt of the 
intended Completion of the whole Train of 
Prophecy, by the fulfilling of a few remark- 
able Events, when the Fulneſs of Time ſhould 
come for a full Diſcovery of it. Nor can any 
one be found more proper to give us a Clue 
for an Explanation of the Revelation to St. 
John, than the Prophet Daniel, to' whom the 
leading Number to this important Event had 
in like Manner been already communicated. 
It is reaſonable to conclude from hence, that as 
the Revelation to St. John was called ſo, be- 
cauſe it contained what was to be after the 


Time of his Viſion, and was immediately given 
to

to St. John by our Saviour to ſhew his Servants 
Things that muſt come, it was intended as a 
Coritmuation, or rather an Explanation of the 
ſealed Part of the Viſion to Daniel. It is rea- 
ſonable lizewiſe to conclude from hence, that 
the very Numbers made Uſe of by Daniel in the 
Tine of his ſealed Viſion, ſhould prove in the 
End. the Ground-work of thoſe Numbers 
afterwards to be delivered by St. John +. This 
is a natural Concluſion, and if in the Applica- 
tion they mutually anſwer to each other, there 
can remain no Doubt with. Regard to the Pro- 
priety of ſuch an Application of them, A 
Knowledge of this Kind is not of a trifling, 
but an important Nature; a Talent to be im- 
proved by Diligence and Perſeverance, which 
as Men endued with Reaſon, it would bear 
hard upon our Underſtandings, if we did not 
uſe our beſt Endeavours to attain to a right 
Knowledge of. But, as Chriſtians, it hath a 
higher Claim upon us, it becomes the one Thing 
needſul for us to know, as far as our Abilities 
or Opportunities of Knowledge will admit; 
and if we wilfuliy negle& a Degree of Know- 
ledge fo well connected in Favor of Chriſtiani- 
ty, we ſhall moſt certainly be'one Day account-

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able for it, in that we have done the Duty of our 
Lord in this wiſe negligently. There cannot be 
the leaſt Reaſon to ſuſpect ſuch. a Train of Evi- 
dence to be a Deluſion; ſince we have an ex- 
preſs Aſſurance from God himſelf to the con- 
trary that we ſhall not be tempted above what we 
ore able to bear, - who challengeth this Gift of a 
more ſure Word of Prophecy to himſelf alone. 
Can we then debaſe human Reaſon fo low, as 
to aſcribe theſe wonderful Times 'and Events 
of the moſt high, to Caſualty and Chance? 
Can we ſo far reſiſt God in the very Strength of 
his Power to paſs them by, as the common Ac- 
cidents of Time and Chance, when God hath 
by the Mouth of his holy Apoſtle aſſured us, 
that prophecying ſerveth not for them that be- 
lieve not, but for them that believe, 1 Cor. xiv. 
22, Therefore we may fafely conclude, that 
the Almighty himſelf will guard the more ſure 
Werd of Prophecy, and not ſuffer a Series of Pre- 
ditions to be intruded upon Mankind, with 
ſuch an Uniformity of Character, without moſt 
apparent and diſcriminating Marks of it's Delu- 
ſion, and if it had not the Seal of his Autho- 
rity. | 


The two principal Dates in the Calendar of 
Times prefixed to this Supplement, viz. A. D. 
2436, and A. D. 3430, are Numbers ſeem- 
ingly of that Kind, which we have juſt now 
been diſcourſing of; accordingly, when con- 
ſidered either in groſs, or divided into their re- 
ſpective Portions of Time, they preciſely cor-

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reſpond with each other, and like wiſe to eve 

known Number both of Daniel and St. John 
relative thereto. For, add A. D. 136, the 
Prophetical Day, or Year, of the Emperor 
Adrian's Deſtruction of the City of Jeruſalem, 
and the Deſolation of the Land of Judea, to 
Daniel's 2300 Days, viii. 14. they make in 
the whole 2436 Prophetical Days, or Years, 
the very Sum total of Daniel's and St. John's

Deſolation). The Emperor Adrian ordered the 
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mencement of St. John's Millenium. And 
that the Reign of the Beaſt muſt take Place 
during theſe 2300 Days of Daniel, is evident ;

18. viz. 666, appears to make a Part of that 
Time, as well as the Time, Times and half, 
both of Daniel and St. John; for a Confirma- 
tion of this Opinion, begin the Time, Times 
and half, or 1715 Prophetical Days. or Yeats 
above-mentioned, A. D. 49. the call of the 
Gentiles, (the Reaſon for which is aſſigned, 
Eſſay, p. 259.) and the End of them falls on 
the very Vear 1764; add thereto the Number 
of the Name of the Beaſt, 666, it carries us 
on to A. D. 2430 . Here want then only 
Swine to be placed over the Gate leading from Bethlehem 
to Jeruſalem, in Contempt of the Jews; and as a proper 
Brand of Infamy on their very Name and Nation.

It is very remarkable, that from the above Poſition of the 
Number 666, between the End of Daniel's and of St. Jobn's 
Time, Times and half, and the laſt fix Years (immediately 
preceeding the Millenium of St. John) it was impoſſible to 
count the Number of the Beaſt, till the Events of the Year 
1764, pointed it out to view. For it is evident from hence, 
That the Number 666, could be found out by no other 
Means than by counting as the Text direQs, ſince only an 
indefinite Number of Daniel and St. John, viz. the Time, 
Times and half, or 1715 Prophetical Days, or Years, 
immediately preceeded it; and thoſe Times having no fixed 
zra for their Commencement, it was impoſſible to know 
where to begin that Calculation, And, as the Number 
| 666 does not reach to the Beginning of St. John's Mille- 
nium, it could not be known where to end them, unleſs 
the Events of the Year 1764, had pointed out that very 
Year for the End of Daniel's and St. John's Time, Times 
and half, By ſuch a Diſcovery, the whole Chain of Pro- 
phecy becomes plain and intelligible ; well therefore might 
it be called Wiſdom, to count the Number of the Beaſt, 
fince the Diſcovery abſolutely depended upon the Com- 
pletion of certain Events, which till they aroſe, the moſt 
enlarged human Underftanding could not reach, but when 
they took Place would point it out to be. the wonderful 
work of God. It is not human Wiſdom then to diſcern 
this; it is a Gift that muſt come down from the Father of 
Lights, and as St. Paul, ſpeaking of the Redemption of 
Mankind, calls it, the Wiſdom of God in a Myſtery. So, 
the Diſcovery of this muſt not be deemed the Wiſdom of 
Man, but of God. Unleſs God had been graciouſly pleaſed 
to reward our Diligence with a Diſcovery of it, it had been 
in vain to have ſearched, for it was the hidden Wiſdom which 
God ordained before the World unto our Glory, 1 Cor. ii, 7. 
In the Judging of the Events of thoſe ſix Years, it becomes 
us as Chriſtians to be extremely cautious; the holy Scrip- 
tures have indeed moſt graciouſly furniſhed us with ſome 
Lights that ſeem to promiſe to Futurity a greater Degree 


of 
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circumſtances, it appears, that A. D. 2430. 
will be the Time for St. Paul's Revelation of

of Knowledge, for the Comfort and Patience of the Saints. 
But at preſent the Particulars of them are wiſely wrapt up in 
Obſcurity. It is ſufficient for us to know, that God bath 
appointed a Reward for the righteous, and a Puniſhment for 
the wicked ; and it is a moſt gracious Intimation to inform us 
by the Certainty of Numbers, when the happy Day for the 
righteous will come. To ſearch further than is expreſaly 

revealed to us, is, not to examine, but to intrude ;z an In- 
decency in Behaviour amengſt Men, but a Crime of the 
blackeſt dye when committed againſt God. The Danger 
of this, is ſtrongly pointed out for our Admonition, in the 
anſwer God gave to Job, which to make the deeper im- 
preſſion upon him, was given out of a Whirlwind; and 
followed by this alarming Queſtion. ho is this ibat dark- 
eneth Counſel by Words twithaut Knetuledge? v. 2. Xnotug/ 
thou the Ordinances of Heaven? Canſt thou ſet the Dominion 
thereof in the Earth? And the Concluſion of God's Anſwer 
muſt for ever ſilence ſuch inquiſitive ſearches, Job. xl, 2. 
Shall he that contendeth with the "Almighty inſiruct him? le 

that reprovetb Ged, let him anſwer it. |

Upon the whole, it appears from Rev. xx. 2, that Satay 
1s 10 be brund for a thouſand Years, accordingly the fix Years 
from the End of the 666, Rev. xiii. 18, he. Time for the 
Conſumption of the Beaſt, till A. D. 2436, exactly anſwers 
to the Diſtance of Time between the War of the Beaſt, 
A. D. 2430, and the Commencement of St. John's Mil- 
lennium. But the ſix Years from the Battle of Gog and 
Magog reaches to the End of St. John's Millennium, and 
no further. The Events beyond that Time are totally hid 
from our Eyes, it is only in general declared, that after 
that, Satan ſhall be looſed a little Sea ſan. Here then muſt 
end our inquiries with thankfulneſs for what hath been al- 
ready revealed to us. The Viſion is ſealed again, and as it 
was commanded to Daniel, we muſt go our Way till the 
End be; for we muſt rift, and fland in our Lit at the End. 
of the Days, Dan. xii. 13. It is very obſervable, that out

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the Man of Sin, the Son of Perdition, or the 

Beaſt in the Revelation, who will then ſhew 
himſelf to be the very Antichriſt ; and this ap- 
pears the more probable, when we have recourſe 
to Rev. xi. from v. 7. to v. 14. incluſiye, 
which (as we-learn * v. 15.) contains a 
Deſcription of Events immediately preceeding 
the Sound of the ſeventh Trumpet, when the 
whole Myſtery of God is to be finiſhed, as he hath 
declared by his Servants the Propbets, x. 7. It 
is ſaid at v. 7. of chapter the xith, that when 

the Witneſſes ſhall have (or are about to finiſh 
their Teſtimony) the Beaſt that aſcendeth out of 


the bottomleſs Pit, ſhall make War againſt them, 
amd ſhall overcome them, and kill them, and their 


dead Bodies ſhall he in the Street of the great 
City, which 2 is called Sodom and Egypt, 
where alſo our Lord was crucified. And they 
of the People, and Kindreds, and Tongues, and 
Nations, ſhall ſee their dead Bodies three Days 
and an half, and ſhall not ſuffer their dead Bo- 
dies to be put into the Grave. Here we have 
an Acgount of the Events for three Prophetical 
Days or Years and an half, towards the cloſe 
of the two Witneſſes finiſhing their Teſtimony, 
and likewiſe near the End of Daniel's 2300 
Days, ſince at the End of them, be Sanctuary 
is to be cleanſed. After which, Rev. xx, I.

Key of the bottomleſs Pit, and a great Chain in 
his Hand, v. 2. and is to lay hold on the Dragon, 
that old Serpent, which is the Devil and Satan, 
and to bind bim for a thouſand Years; and from 
that Time the holy People are to become the 
Priefts of God and of Chriſt, and to reign wit 
bim a thouſand Years, Rev. xx. 6. But on ſuch, 
it is ſaid that the ſecond Death hath no Power, 
and therefore it is declared, Rev. xxii. g. that 


they ſhall reign for ever and ever. Here then, 


we have an Account of the Events for three 
Prophetical Days, or Years and an half, out of 


the remaining ſix Days from the Revelation of 


or Years, of the Time from the 


St. Paul's Man of Sin, or Antichriſt, to his De- 


firuttion by Fire Rev. xix. 20. that is, from 


A. D. 2430 to 2436, and what renders this 
more. probable, is, that it ſeems to anſwer mi- 
nutely to that numerical Prophecy of our Sa- 
viour, St. Matt. xviii. of the ſeventy by ſeven, 
which wants only theſe fix rh nr Days, 
irth of Chriſt 
to the End of St. John's Millennium, A. D. 
3436. Great Part of this muſt be conjectural 
till the Events themſelves ariſe fully to confirm 
it, but ſome grand and critical ones ſeem now 
to be opening to our View, which demand our 
moſt ſerious Attention, and to endeavour to 
throw Light upon, or explain them, without 
thwarting the gracious Deſign of them, is, as 
much a Point of Prudence, as it is our Duty. 


Tux ſeeming Difficulty which hath attended 


all former Explanations of theſe Myſteries, 
D hath

hath been an Attempt to apply the whole 
Train of Events relative to this Prophecy, to 
paſt Tranſactions, and haſtening the End of 
the World; whereas, though many Events 
are already fulfilled, yet many are ſtil fulfilling, 
and are to be compleated ; we ought therefore to 
wait with Patience the Time appointed for 
ſuch Completion, This would be but a Point 
of Decency, was it dictated to us by an earth- 
ly King, how much more then muſt it be fo, 
when it is enjoined to us by the King of Kings? 
The Death of the two Witneſſes, I cannot 
but look upon as a figurative Deſcription, and 
to mean no more, than that the Power of the 
Beaſt-and Satan ſhall then ſo mightily. prevail, 
that even the Teſtimony of the two Witneſſes 
ſhall be totally ſuppreſſed for that Time, il 
God and Chrift ſhall deſtroy them by Fire from 
Heaven, Rev. xx. 9. It is very obſervable, 
that the above-mentioned 2300 Days of Daniel, 
appear to be the Time of that utter Deſtruction 
of the Iſraelites, which was to befall them 7n 
their latter Days, as taken Notice of by their 
| own Prophet Moſes; for ſuch a Deſolation 
could not take Place till after their Rejection, 
as they continued till then the peculiar People 
of God; nor till another People were called, 
which was not till A. D. 49. Nor can ſuch a 
Deſolation extend beyond the Commencement 
of St. John's Millennium; for then the holy 
People are to become the Prieſts of God and of 
Chriſt, Rev. xx. 6. and their peculiar Privilege 
is, to know Sorrow no more, Rev. xxi. 4. _

hath never yet been their happy State, there- 
fore both the utter Deſtruction of the Iſtaelites 
denounced by Moſes and Daniel's 2300 Days, 
muſt be the fame Period of Time, and take 
Place between A. D. 49 and 2436, which the 
pteſent Plan ſeems to anſwer to, ſince by adding 
the above 136 Years to Daniel's 2300 Days, 
they produce exactly the very Term of Time 
from the Birth of Chriſt. to the Beginning of 
St. John's Millennium. WI 


Tux above 24300 Days of Daniel appear, by 
the Scriptural Account, to be the very Time 
for that Event called by Moſes, Leviticus xxvi. 
32. the bringing the Land into Deſolation, and 
as fuch, are ſaid to begin in the Viſion to 
Daniel, at the Tranſgrefſiom of Deſolation, and 
the greater Part of theſe Days, according to 
Daniel, viz. the Time, Times, and half, are 
to be employed in ſcattering the Power of the 
holy People, Dan. xii.

ced by Moſes to be an Evil that ſhould befall 
them in their latter Days, Deut. xxxi. 29. An 
Evil that was ſtill future in the Days of Ezekiel 
xiv. 22. A bitter Deſtruction it was called by 
Moſes, Deut. xxxii. 24. and was continually 
repreſented as ſuch, by the Prophets, even to 
the Time of Zachariah, who ſpeaking of the 
Reſtoration of Jeruſalem, ſays xiv. 11. and 
Men ſhall dwell in it, and there ſhall be no more 
utter Deftruttion, but Feruſalem ſhall be ſafely 
inhabited, Our Saviour takes Notice of this 
very Abomination mentioved by Daniel, as an 
Event ſtill future in his Time, at the Diſtance 
of between two and three thouſand Years from 
the Time of Moſes +, Matt. xxiv. 15. and 
Moſes hath left upon a Record a numerical 
Prophecy, which minutely anſwers thereto, 
being a Term of 2401 Years, which perfectly 


correſponds with the Diſtance of Time from 
the 


tim, Dan. viii. 19. and to laſt till the cleanſing of the Sandlu- 
ary, Dan. viii, 14. which the Deſtruction by Antiochus 
- Epiphanes did not : for that at the moſt, as our beſt Com- 
mentators have obſerved, laſted only 2300 natural Days;

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the Death of Chriſt to the Beginning of St. 
John's Millennium: and what ſeems to add 
great Strength to this Opinion, is, that it per- 
fectly anſwereth to the whole Plan of the Reve- 
lation, to the Computation of Daniel's and St. 
John's 42 Months, as laid down in the Eſſay, 
and to the hiſtorical Proofs; which, for my 
Reader's Conveniency, I have here placed col- 
laterally.

Tur ſixth Computation is made up of the 
42 Months of Daniel, at 28 Days only, p. 242. 
and the 42 Months of St. John, at 30 Days; 
which added together, make preciſely the 2436 
Prophetical Days, or Years, from the Birth of 
Chriſt tothe Beginning of St. John's Millennium. 
80 that, upon the whole, the Plan is agreeable 
to our Saviour's Method of expounding the 
Scriptures to his own Diſciples, St. Luke xxiv.

IT is natural to ſuppoſe, that the great Sa- 
viour of the World, whoſe Delight while on 
Earth was to do good, gnd whoſe Benevolence 
to his Diſciples was ſo great, as to deliver many 
Things to them in Parables, on Purpoſe that 
they might underſtand ; but that the wicked might 
not underſtand them ; ſhould leave behind him

Nor 
could this be more ſtrongly prefigured, than by 
a Numerical Prophecy, delivered immediately 
to the Iſraelites by their own Law-giver, Moſes, 
and confirmed to their Poſterity at an immenſe 
Diſtance of Time by a correſpondent one, 
iven to the Jews by Chriſt himſelf; and per- 
ectly agreeing with other intermediate ones,

The above Numerical Prophecy of our Saviour's, is an 
undeniable Proof of his former Prophecy being a definite

Supplement; each of them make a Part in the different

By comparing our Saviout's Prophecy with 
the indefinite Numbers of Daniel, implied in 
the Time Times and half, from the Call of 
the Gentiles A. D. 49, the Number of the 
Beaſt 666, and the thouſand Years of St. John 
added together (all of which have an evident 
Connection, fince they perfectly correſpond 
with each other) we muſt conclude, the above 
Numerical Prophecy of our Saviour to have a 
plain Reference thereto ; and it is very remark- 
able, that every Number made Uſe of in the 
Eſſay, is, by the Force of Numbers, perfectly 
reconcileable to each of theſe Numerical Pro- 
phecies of our Saviour. This is a clear Proof, 
that the 2400 Days of Daniel, bear no Relation, 
except typically, to the Times of Antiochus 
Epiphanes, but plainly relate to the above men- 
tioned Evil br Deſtruction mentioned by Mo- 
ſes, and are fixed to it by Daniel himſelf, as 
including therein his Time Times and half; 
becauſe it is expreſsly declared by Daniel, that 
they were to be employed in ſcattering the Power 
of the boly People, and that Tranſgreſion of De- 
folatron mentioned by Daniel, is by our Saviour 
repreſented as an Event ſtill future in his Time. 
But the Power of the Iſraelites, or Jews, could 
neither be faid to be ſcattered according to 
Daniel, nor the Sanctuary be cleanſed, or the 
Hoſt be trodden under Foot, in the Time of 
Antiochus Epiphanes, according to the Senſe 
of this Prophecy : becauſe that treading under 
Foot was to laſt to Daniel's 1335th happy 
Day, till the cleanſing the Sanctuary, in 3 
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for the boly People to become the Prieſts of God, 
and Chriſt, on the next Year. It is evident 
likewiſe, that the Time Times and half, can. 
not be the ſame with the 1260 Days of St. 
John, becauſe a remarkable Piſtinction is made 
between them, even by St. John himſelf, 
Rev, xii. 6. it is ſaid, that during the 1260 
Days, the Woman ſhall be in à Place prepared 
for her of God : But, v. 14. that during the 
Time, Times, and half, as a general Term, 
ſhe ſhould flee into the Wilderneſs into ber Place, 
Here is a plain Diſtinction between the two, 
For, during the Time ſhe was in a Place pre- 
pared for ber of God, ſhe could not be ſaid to 
be in ber own Place. But, to determine this 
Point beyond all Diſpute, let us go on to the 
16th Verſe, where it is ſaid, that during Part 
of that Time the Earth ſhall hel} the Woman, 
this muſt evidently refer to the Time, during 
which ſhe was to be in her Place. For it is 
clear, that during that Part of the Time 
Times and half, in which v. 6, the Woman was 
to be in a Place prepared for her of God, ſhe 
could not, with the leaſt Degree of Propriety, 
be ſaid to want the Help of the Earth. There- 
fore to make the Text conſiſtent with itſelf, and 
with other Parts of Scripture, the 1260 Days 
are apparently only a Part of the Time Times 
and half; and the latter Part only, becauſe it 
1s expreſsly declared, Rev, xii. 17. that the 
Dragon went to make War with the Remnant of 
the Woman's Seed, which kept the Commandments 
/ God, and had the Teſtimony of Feſus Chriſt.

Ir hath been obſerved, that as here are two 
principal Numbers, upon which all the reſt 
ſeemingly depend, a Reaſon ſhould be aſſign- 
ed, why they are not both proved by the very 
ſame Numbers; that is, why Daniel's and St.

Days, and the 136 prophetical Days or Years

different Periods of Time, ſo of Courſe their 
Computations muſt be different; though ad- 
mitting the ſix Years at the Cloſe of St. John's 
Millennium, they one and all admit of the 
ſame Proof.) But, as Calculation will better 
explain this to my Reader, than any verbal 
| Deſcription, and the minuteſt Error may there- 
by immediately be diſcerned, I have for his Sa- 
tisfaction added the following Calculations. 
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In this Table (of which I have not here ex 
plained the Numbers as they have ſo frequently 
occurred beſore) we ſee the Difference between 
the Calculations of the two Prophecies of our 
Saviour, and the Reaſon for it. The one is, 
from the Birth of our Saviour, including the 
ſix Years for killing the two Witneſſes, &c. 
Rev. xi. after the Expiration of the Number of 
the Beaſt, from A. D. 1764, viz. A. D. 2430, 
to the Commencement of St. John's Millen- 
nium, A. D. 2436, as in Number 6. The 
other is, a Computation from the Birth of 
Chriſt, to that grand Event ſeemingly referred 
to, Rev. xx. 7, 8, 9 and 10; in which, as 
{ix Years were before to be added, in order to 
heighten the Myſtery of the Beaſt's Name, and 
to extend the Account to the Beginning of St. 
John's Millennium, fo here they are omitted 
in order to terminate at that grand Event, to 
which our Saviour's Numerical Prophecy of 
3430 Prophetical Days or Years, hath a plain 
Reference; which is fix Years ſhort of the End 
of St, John's Millennium; in order to give 
Place to the Events deſcribed, Rev. xx. 7, 8, 
9 and 10, For by adding theſe fix Years, it 
terminates A. D. 3436, the very Year of the 
End of St. John's Millennium, as in No. 4. 


Upox a Review of this Calculation, and 
comparing it with the chronological Table 
prefixed to this Supplement, it is very obſerv- 
able, that from St. Paul's Account of the Man 
of Sin, 2 Theſſ. ii, 2, 3, 4. when he is to be

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revealed, a plain Reference ſeems to be in- 
tended to A. D. 2430. To render this Opi- 
nion more probable, the following Expreſſion 
in the Revelation to St. John is to be con- 
ſidered, where it is ſaid, that when the tuo 
Witneſſes ſhall have finiſhed their Teſtimony, or 
as the learned Biſhop of Briſtol, and the inge- 
nious Dr. Wells, on Rev. xi. 7. have very cri- 
tically rendered it, when they ſhall be about 
finiſhing their Teſtimony, or near the End of 
that Time “ they ſhall be killed, or he dead in 
the Street, or ther Teſtimony ſhall be totally 
and publickly ſuppreſſed for three Prophetical 
Days and an half, which ſeems perfectly to 
correſpond with the above fix Years.

. ſhall be given to the People of the Saints of the 
moſt High, whoſe Kingdom is an everlaſting 
Kingdom, and all Domi nions ſhall ſerve and obey 
him*, Then the above fix Years are com- 
pleatly accounted for. But as this Event is 
ſtill future, and repreſented to be one of the 
deep Myſteries of God, it becomes us to be ex- 
treamly modeſt in our Enquiries after it, as it 
would argue a Preſumption to be too deciſive, 
and a Diſtruſt in the Completion of this Pro- 
phecy, not to leave it to the wiſe Diſpoſal of 
that great Being, whoſe Wiſdom is over all bis 
Works. Sufficient it is, to all the Purpoſes of 
our Inquiry, that theſe Things 'have their ap- 
pointed Times, and are in part revealed to us. 
For in theſe Things we are to ſpeak, 1 Cor. 
li. 13. Not in the Words which Man's Wiſdom 
teacheth, but which the holy Ghoſt teacheth, com- 
paring Spiritual Things with Spiritual. 


* The latter Part of this Verſe, limits the 1335th hap- 
py Day of Daniel to the End of Time, ſince it exprelsly 
ſays, that from that Day, all Dominions ſhall ſerve and obey 
God, which is an Expreffion by no Means applicable toany 
Period of Time paſt, and muſt take Place at the very End * 


of all Time. * 
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Tux next Number that occurs to us, is 
666, the Number of the Name of the Beaſt, 
and it is very obſervable, that in our Compu- 
tation, this Number makeg, a Part both of the 

2436 and the 3430 Years, or of both the Nu- 
merical Prophecies of our Saviour : which evi- 
dently declares, both of them, not to have 

been Numbers of Chance, but of Choice, and 
deſigned like the Number 666 to be counted, 
Now as Doctor Francis Potter hath obſerved, 
there can be no other Way of counting the 
Number, but by comparing it with other 
Numbers, by Addition, Subſtraction, or the 
common Rules of Arithmetic, in order to find 

out a third ; but as no other Numbers are given 

in this Caſe to compare it with, in order for 
ſuch Diſcovery, it muſt depend upon ſome 
certain /Era of Time, from whence that Cal- 
culation is to be made, and it can be diſcover- 

able only from the Completion of Events, 
which in their due Time were to ariſe in order 

to point out this important Knowledge to us. 

Let us then conſider the Number 666 in this 
Point of View. Daniel and St. John haye 

both made mention of the indefinite Term of a 
Time, Times and half, (which from the Sin- 
gularity of it, points out the immediate Con- 

8 nection between the Prophecy of Daniel and 
the Revelation to St. John) but when they were 

to begin, and where they ate to end, we are at 

a Loſs to know. Daniel hath indeed further 
declared, how thoſe Times are to be employed, 
which ſeems to throw ſome Light upon it, 
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and of Cbriſt, and are to reign for ever and even, 


. worthy to take the Brok, and to open the 
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that they are to be employed in ſcattering the 
Power of the holy People; when therefore the 
Iſraelites, or Jews, as they have ſince been 
called, ceaſed to be the peculiar People of Ged, 
and another People were choſen, viz. at the 
Call of the Gentiles A. D. 49, then was the 
proper Period for the Times of Daniel to be- 
gin, Becauſe during their Continuance in the 
immediate Service of God, as his peculiar Peo- 
ple, they could not be ſcattered, for God him- 
ſelf had moſt graciquſly promiſed them, that 
during their Reſort to Jeruſalem three Times in 
every Year, the very Deſire of invading them 


ſhould be taken away from their Enemies around 
them, And after the thouſand Years of St. 


John have begun, they cannot be ſcattered, * 
for then they are to become the Priefts of God 


This ſcattering therefore of the holy People 


muſt neceſſarily fall out between A. D. 49 and 


2436*. But from Daniel, who appears to be 


There is a Paſſage in the Revelation, v. 10. where 
this * is deſcribed in the Viſion to St. John, as then 
future, ver. 9. And th Jung a nw Song, oe; Thou art

Hete we ſee, that the holy People are not to be made 
the Prieſts of God, till after the Death of the Lamb, nor 
till the Witneſſes have been killed, Rev. xi. 7. and the 


' ſeventh Trumpet hath ſounded, v. 15. which correſponds 


with the Time of the Sanctuary being cleanſed, Dan. viii. 


14. | 
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one of the two Witneſſes, Rev. xi. we learn 
that the loly People are to be trodden under Foot 
for a Term of 2300 Prophetical Days or Years, 
which Event, for the ſame Reaſon, muſt fall 
out within the Time above deſcribed ; for the 
holy People could not be trodden under Foot, 
while they were the peculiar People of God, 
nor while they are to be the Prieſts of God and 
Chriſt. We have reduced then the remaining 
Part to a very narrow Compaſs of Time, viz, 
136 Prophetical Days or Years, fince we have 
already provided for 2300 Prophetical Days or 
Years, out of the above 2436. The remain- 
ing 136 only are now to be accounted for, 
Daniel dates the Commencement of his 2300 
Days, not from the taking away the daily Sa- 
crifice alone, but from the daily Sacrifice and the 
Tranſgreſſion of Deſolation likewiſe, and our 
Saviour declares the Abomination of D-ſolation 
Spoken of by Daniel, to have been an Event ſub- 

ſequent to his Time. And the other Pro- 
phets, as well as Moſes, repreſent it as an In- 
dignation to take Place in the latter Days, 
Levit. xxvii. 33. Jerem. iv. 27. vii. 34. Ezek. 
xii. 19, 20. xxxili. 28. It was declared, that 
the Deſolation ſpoken of by Daniel, ſhould not 
be a partial one, but a total Deſolation of the 
whole Land of Judza, as well as the City of 
Jeruſalem. But it hath already been obſerved, 
that the Deſtruction of Jeruſalem by Titus, 
was far from being a total Deſtruction, even of 
Jeruſalem. Ezekiel ſeems prophetically to 


have deſcribed an Event peculiar to the Time

of Adrian, xxxiii. 28, in theſe Words. I will 
lay the Land moſt deſolate, and the Pomp of ber 
Strength 'ſhall ceaſe: and the Mountains of 
Iſrael ſhall be deſolate, that none ſhall paſs 
through, This Paſlage ſeems to have a ſtrong 
Prophetical Alluſion to an Event, which was 
_ peculiar to the Deſtruction of the City of je- 

ruſalem by the Emperor Adrian, who was the 
firſt that ever made it Death for the Jews to 
come within Sight of, or to take a View of 
their City from the Top of the higheſt Moun- 
tain, Yet, wonderful as it may appear, if to 
the above 23co Days of Daniel, we add 136 
Days or Years (the commonly reputed Number 
of Years from the Birth of Chriſt to the De- 
ſtruction of the City of Jeruſalem, and the 
Deſolation of the Land of Judza by the Em- 
peror Adrian) the whole minutely anſwers to 
the Diſtance of Time between the Birth of 
our Saviour, and the Commencement of St. 
John's Millennium, viz. 2436 Prophetical ' 
Days or Years, as in the Table prefixed to 
this Supplement. And, as the Number 666 
makes a Part of this Calculation likewiſe, it 
ſhews evidently the Reaſon, why it is ſaid. to 


be a Number that 75 to be counted, that is, be- 


cauſe it is the very Number of Years from the 
End of Daniel's and St. John's Time, Times 
and half, beginning them A. D. 49. the Call 
of the Gentiles, to the End, when the Fudg- 
ment is to fit upon the Beaſt, when St, Paul's 
Man of Sin is to be revealed, as Antichriſt, or 


the Beaſt; and the Kings of the Earth that are 
fo 
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to be in League with the Beaſt, are to make 175 ar 
againſt bim that is to fit upon the White Horſe, 
Rev. xix. till they are to be flain with the Sword 
of bim that fitteth upon the White Horſe, and the 

Beaft and the falſe Prophet, &c. are to be caft 
into a Lake of Fire burning with Brimſtone, 
Rev. Xix. 20. There is a remarkable Paſſage 

in the Revelation, which ſeems to confirm this 
Calculation of the Number of the Beaſt, and 
evidently ſhews, that the Number of the Beaſt 
1s to take Place as a Term of Years, (and is 
not to be conſidered as the Numerical Name of 
a Man only) where it is ſaid, immediately after 
the Expiration of Daniel's Time, Times and 
Half, Rev. x. 5, 6. and after the ſeven Thun- 
ders had uttered theit Voices, St. John was 
about to write down that Part of the Viſion, but 
the Angel expreſsly forbad him, and after 
having commanded him fo ſeal up thoſe Things 
which the ſeven Thunders had uttered, be ſwore 
by him that liveth for ever that Time ſhall be-no 
anger. This appears to be a figurative Ex- 
preſſion, not implying that then ſhall be an 
End of all Time; for after that, ſeveral im- 
portant Events are implied to take Place, which 
are particularly deſctibed. Only that Time 
ſhall be no longer limited, but, for the future, 
be at large, and no more circumſcribed as the 
Time, Times and half of Daniel had been. 
Accordingly, from theſe Calculations it ap- 
pears to be ſo. For the remaining Time no 
longer anſwers to the 490, 980, or 245 Days 
of Daniel or St. John, but to 666, a Number 
N unknown 
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unknown before, to be known only by count. 


ing, without any Intimation either of the Time 


of it's Beginning or End. But, at the End 
thereof is implied -a ſhort Seaſon for certain 
Events, which are in ſeveral Parts of Scripture 
partially deſcribed. In the mean Time, the 
whole is to continue a profound Myſtery, and 
to be ſealed up till a certain Time, and then 
' the Number zs to be counted, from the Riſe of 
certain Events. This Number 666 ſeems; to 
have perplexed and divided the Sentiments of 
dur moſt able and learned Commentators, and 
it is not to be wondered at, for it is repre- 
ſented,” even in the Scripture, to be à deep 
Myftery. A Myſtery, which Time alone 
ſhall explain to us, and the Year of our Lord 
1764 appears to have been that Time, as 
being the End of Daniel's Time, Times ant 
half, from the Call of the Gentiles'A. D. 49. 
For on that very- Year, the Kingdom of the 
Beaſt, according to Rev. xvi. 10. began #0 be 

full of Darkneſs, or was viſibly diminiſhed in 
its Power, by withdrawing from it, the prin- 
cipal Supporters of it, the Jeſuits; thoſe, who 
have ever ſhewn themſelves to have been the 
ableſt, as well as greateſt Sticklers for the Pa- 
pacy. In Return, if we may credit the Eulo- 
giums of ſucceeding Popes, they have been 
proclaimed the darling Sons of Rome; yet 
were they on that very Year 1764, b miſhed 
for ever from France, the Kingdom of the 
eldeſt Son of the Church of Rome; and with- 
in three Years after, they are now baniſhed "ay 
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that King of Spain, who hath long ſince been 
diſtinguiſhed by the Title of the moſt Catholic 
King. Thus at the End, and within three 
Vears from the End, of Daniel's Time, Times 
and half, the moſt Chriſtian and the moſt Ca- 
tholic Kings have baniſhed from their King- 
doms for ever the Jeſuits, thoſe Fathers of the 
Church of Rome, to whom the Pope, in his 
Zeal for them, by a Bull, bearing Date (ac- 
cording to our public Accounts) January 7th, 
1765, acknowledged the deep Obligation due 
to their whole Order from the holy See, for 
their eminent Services to it, confirmed their 
Inſtitution by a new Decree in their Favor, and 
expreſſed his ſtrongeſt Reſentment againſt thoſe 
Powers, which had aſperſed the Characters of 
thoſe holy Fathers. Let the Reader but conſider 
this Event in its proper light. It is not a com- 
mon Occurrence; it has moſt legible Marks of 
a ſupernatural Direction. Had no Prophecy 
occurred to have raiſed our Attention, it would 
have claimed our Regard to it at leaſt. How 
much more then ought it to do ſo, when St. 
John himſelf hath expreſsly declared, that on 
the pouring out of the fifth Vial, (the very 
Time from all viſible Appearances we are now 
under,) tbe Kingdom of the Beaſt ſhall be full 
of Darkneſs. Hiſtory affords abundant Proofs 
of the dangerous Principles and atrocious 
Crimes of the Jeſuits. Their Cruelty and cloſe 
Attachment to the Church of Rome, will ever 
remain upon Record, till that can be obli- 
terated which our beſt Hiſtorians relate; that 
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within thirty Years from their firſt Inſtitution, 
nine hundred thouſand orthodox Chriſtians . 
were made a Sacrifice to the Ambition of Rome. 
The Jeſuits Morals, as publiſhed by themſelves, 
will, to the End of Time, remain an indelible 
Mark of the Licentiouſneſs of their whole Or- 
der. The Kingdom of Paraguay, and the art- 
ful Means made uſe of to procure it, will, till 
Time ſhall be no more, remain a Monument 
of their Perfidy and Treachery, A Kingdom 
not acquired by the honeſt Means of Induſtry 
and Humanity, but by Fraud, Oppreſlign, and 
Hypocriſy ; extorted from an ignorant People, 
under the Sanction of Piety, the moſt ſolemn 
Vows of Poverty, and raviſhed from the King- 
dom of their nurfing Father, and common 
Parent, the King of Spain. Yet thele huly 
Fathers, as they have been called by the in- 
fallible Head of Rome, have with all the arts 
peculiar 20 the Kingdom of the Beaſt, exhibited 
upon this Occaſion, all that Decetvableneſs, 
which St. Paul has aſcribed to the Man of Sin, 


' , the Son of Perdition. The Pope hath indeed 


expreſſed a Concern, whenever their Practices 
have been expoſed to public View; but at the 
fame Time, by a certain Infatuation, the very 
Arts that have been made uſe of to conceal 
their Attachments to the Church of Rome, 
have proved the very Means of a Diſcovery of 
them. Thus, the peremptory Orders given 
for not ſearching the two Meſſengers paſſing 
from Paraguay through Spain to Rome, appear 

to have been in part the very Occaſion of ſtop- 
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ping them, and have happily proved, at tlie 
- fame Time, the Means of expoſing. to public 


View all their pernicious Doctrines and Prac- 
tices; and a Diſcovery is thereby made, how 
cloſely they are connected with the Intereſts 
and Policy of Rome, or the Kingdom of the 
Beat. For, upon Examination of them, if 
we may truſt to our public Accounts, there 
were found 260 heavy Ingo's of Gold, 13 large 
Boxes filled with Diamonds, and other precious 
Stones, and Bills of Exchange for three Millions, 
payable at Rome. Who can any longer doubt, 
that theſe pious Fathers of the Church of Rome 
have forgot their firſt Vows of Poverty, and 
that his ' Holineſs, in Pity to the Bu den they 
have brought upon themſelves, by taking Poſ- 
ſeſſion of an earthly Kingdom, hath with a 
Fatherly Kindneſs permitted them privately. to 
commute for the Heinouſneſs of their Crime, 
by dedicating a Part of its Revenues to the ſup- 
port of his Church. The Loſs of ſo much Trea- 
fore is a moſt ſenſible Diminution of the Strength 
of the Beaſt; fince, as Daniel foretold of his 
little Horn, xi. 38. That in his Fate be. ſhall 
Honor the God of Forces, a God whom his Fa- 
thers knew not ſhall be honor with Gold, and Sil 
ver, and with precious Stones, and pleaſant. 
_ Things. V. 39. Thus ſhall he do in the moſt 
ſtrong Holds with à firange God, whom he ſhall 
' acknowledge and encreaſe with Glory, and be 
ſhall divide the Land for Gain. The Loſs of 
ſuch immenſe Treaſure muſt be a ſenſible 
Diminution of the Strength of the Beaſt. But 

2 Baniſh- 
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a Baniſhment of their whole Order, as hath 
juſt now happened from the Kingdom of Spain, 
whence they originally derived ſuch immenſe 
Riches, muſt appear to every intelligent Reader, 
a literal Completion of that Part of Daniel's 
Prophecy, that at the End of the Time, Times 
and half of Daniel, the Kingdom of the Beaſt 
was to be full of Darkneſs. That then it was 
to be accompliſhed to ſcatter the Power of the holy 
People, and that the very Period of Time is now 
approaching, when the ten Kings ſhall bate the 
Whore, and make her deſolate. From hence it 
appears, that thoſe Solutions of this Prophecy, 
which have been offered upon a Suppoſition, 
that the Millennium of St. John, or his thou- 
ſand Years, - are already paſt, are groundleſs 
and contrary to-the genuine Senſe of Scripture. 
Since it is therein declared, that tho/e ul par- 
take of the firſt Reſurrection, which is to begin 
with St. John's Millennium, on ſuch the ſecond 
Death hath no Power. But, from that Time, 
che ſhall reign, Rev. xxii. 5. for ever and ever, 
hich plainly evinces, that nothing but the 
Millennium of St. John is to ſucceed the 42 
Months of Daniel and St. John; and that the 
above fix Years are included within that Term 
to which, in God's due Time, ſhall ſucceed, 
the general Judgment. | 


THERE remains another conſiderable Proof 
of the Propriety of the Plan laid down in the 
Eſſay; that is, the Number 1335, which Da- 
niel ſtiles the happy Day, xii. 12. 4 * 
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of the utmoſt Importance to us Chriſtians to be 
vainted with, as Danicl himſelf hath ſaid, 
Bleſſed and happy is he that waiteth and cometh - 
fo a thouſand, three hundred and five and thirty 
Days. That this happy Day is not vet paſt, 
whatever may have been ſuggeſted, is clear, 
fince ſuch an happy Day hath never yet been 
experienced among the Sons of Men, the con- 
ſequence of which is to be, Rev. xxi. 4. That 
God ſhall wipe away all Tears from their Eyes, 
and there ſhall be no more Death, neither Sor- 
row, nor crying; neither ſhall there be any more 
Pain: for the former Things are paſſed away. 
But the preſent Calculation points out a Time, 
ſtill future, which ſeems rationally to account 
for the Riſe of ſuch an Event, when zhe- holy 
People are to become the' Prieſts of God and of 
Chriſi, and it affords an eaſy and natural Sd- 
lution of this myſterious Number, evidently 
deducible from St. John's Deſcription of the 
Times we are now under, Rev. xvi. Upon 
pouring out of the ſecond and third Vials pan 
the Sea and the Rivers, which we have already 
concluded to have been the Croiſades, or holy 
Wars, in which, by Computation, upwardsof two 
Millions were flain, at the Inſtigation of the Wor- 
ſhippers of the Image of the Beaſt, and for the Ser- 
vice of his Kingdom, the two Witneſſes were ſaid 
to be ſlain, becauſe they had kept the Command- 
ments of God, and had the Teſtimony of Teſus 
_ Chriji. And that Expreſſion of St. John may 
here very properly be applied, that the Souls 
then cried from under the Altar for Vengeance, 
40

as having ſyffered for the Teflimony of eu 
under the new Roman Power, or the mage 
of the Beaſt, as their Fellow Sufferers had be- 
fore done, upon opening the fifth Seal; as we 
read, Rev. vi. 9, 10. under the old Roman 
Power. v. 11, They were then told, hat 
they ſhould reſt, yet for a little Seaſon, until 
their Fellow-Servants alſo, and their Brethren, 
that ſhould be Rilled as they were, ſhould be ful- 
filled. Theſe Souls appear to be of the Num- 
ber of- thoſe whom St. John afterwards de- 
ſcribes, as fitting upon Thrones to whom Judg- 
ment was given; tbe Souls of them that were 
beheaded for the Witneſs of Jeſus, and for the 
Word of God, Rev. xx. 4. For the Deſcrip- 
tion in both Places is ſimilar; they are repre- 
ſented, firſt, as Souls from under the Altar; 
crying out for Vengeance, and afterwards they 
are deſcribed, as rewarded with white Robes, 
and ready to partake of the perfect Enjoyment 
of a glorious Millennium, Let us now try, 
whether our preſent Calculation will juſtify this 
Application of the Number. And here, which 
ſeems to give an undoubted Authority to the 
whole Plan laid down in the Eſſay, we have 
abundant Satisfaction in the Experiment; it 
anſwers with a Minuteneſs that is truly won- 
derful! For, by adding the Number 1335 of 
Daniel, to the Year of our Lord 1099, the 
Beginning of the Croiſade, or holy War, as 
acknowledged by our Chronologers, it falls

This Repetition of the ſame Words is very frequent in 
Scripture, whete the Paſſage requires any particular Atten- 
tion, and the preſent ſeems to demand our deepeſt Con- 
ſideration. For that theſe cannot mean natural Days, is 
evident, ſince if thus applied to our Saviour, they are con- 1 
trary to Truth. But if they are underſtood of Prophetical |

diſcoverable till an appointed Time, as Daniel 
expreſsly ſays, for wiſe Reaſons known only to 
him who alone doth Wonders. But it is evident, 
the forty-two Months of theſe two Witneſſes 
could not be equal, for the Length of Time is 
limited by the Beginning of St. John's Millen- 
nium, ſince the whole Diſtance of Time be- 
tween the Birth of Chriſt, and the Begirining 
of St. John's Millennium, can only be a Term 
of 2436 Prophetical Days or Years, and further 
it cannot be extended ; becauſe Daniel was ex- 
preſsly foretold, that from the Beginning of St. 
John's Millennium, his People ſhall have ar 
everlaſting Kingdom given to them, and the ſame 
Event is declared to St. John, only in different

' Prieſts of God and of Chriſt for ever and ever, 
which Daniel calls the everlaſting Kingdom. 
Now if we add Daniel's 42 Months at 28 Days, 
and St. John's at 30 Days together, they ex- 
actly fill up the Diſtance between the Birth of 
Chriſt and the Commencement of St. John's 
Millennium, © viz. 2436 Prophetical Days or 
Years; and likewiſe to prove this whole Chain 
of Prophecy to be authentic and genuine, our 
Saviour himſelf hath left a Numerical Prophe- 
cy upon Record, which perfectly coincides 
with this Term of 2401 Years, Luke xvil.

of the benevolent and gracious Deſign of this 
Prophecy. 


Bur, ſuch hath been the gracious Will of

Prophetical Days or Years, Matt. xviii, Try 
our Saviour's other Numerical Prophecy, St. 
Luke xvii. it preciſely anſwereth to the Teſt ;

Ix the Order of this Wonder- working Maſs, 
we meet with the plaineſt and moſt legible 
Marks of the Beaſt in the Revelation. In ſpite 
of all the Excommunications and formidable 
Thunder of Rome, who can forbear conclud- 
ing, that he who firſt enjoined this Maſs to be 
obſerved, and he who daily enforces it, muſt 
be St. Paul's Man of Sin? deſcribed 2 Theſſ. 
li. 9. Whoſe, coming is after the Working of 
Satan, with all Power, and Signs, and lying 
Wonders, and with all Decetveableneſs of Un-

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however heinous, that ſhall repeat the Wonder-

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For I know nothing by myſelf, yet am I not 
hereby juſtified : but he that juageth me is the 
Lord, Again, in St. John viii. 15. our bleſſed 
Saviour reprimands the Phariſees for this Pre- 
ſumption in judgment. Ze judge after the 
Fleſh, judge no Man. But, as conſcious of the 
fatal Conſequences that muſt attend on a Diſ- 
covery of a Claim ſo contradictory to the expreſs 
Words of the Goſpel, the Church of Rome, 
(under a falſe Color of Incapacity in her com- 
mon People to read and underſtand the holy 
Scriptures) hath inveigled them, to let their 
Prieſts judge for them, and to reſt ſatisfied with 
ſo many Repetitions of a Maſs in an unknown

over all Tribes *, and People, and Tongues, and 
Nations, Rev. xili.

I 5HALL not dwell upon the many Preten- 
ſions that are ſtill urged by the See of Rome 
to the Derogation of the Power of Chriſt, and 
even to exalting the little Horn above all 
that is called God. Let it not be imputed to

The Pope ſits upright upon 
the Globe of the Earth, with his Feet full upon 
it. Our Saviour is ſeated upon his right Hand,

his Feet to it, and round our Saviour's Head is 
only a ſmall circular Glory. Beneath, on one 
Side, next to our Saviour in Heaven, is the 
Virgin Mary, whom the Pope deifies upon 
Earth, praying to them. Next to the Virgin 
Mary is repreſented St. Peter, and cloſe by 
him upon a level, is St. Paul ſitting and leaning 
upon a Sword, In the middle are little Che- 
rubims, and behind them a Palm- bearing Com- 
pany; on the right Hand is a ſmaller Group of 
Palm: bearers, ſeeming employed in carrying 

Meſſages. Beneath, on the Earth, are repre- 
ſented Warriors on the one Hand, and on the 
other, the Elders of their Church. In the 
middle ſtandeth one bearing a Palm, converſing 
with another before whom the triple Crown js 
placed, deeply ſhaded, and only a few Rays of 
Light deſcend upon the Tap of it. This is 
the political Repreſentation of the Idol of Rome, 
the Pope, in the Plenitude of his Power, as 
given to its Votaries, and authorized by the 
Council of Trent, and confirmed. by {ſeveral 


Popes of Rome, 


THERE is an Inſtance of great Abſurdity, as 


well as impious Policy and Blaſphemy, in the 
aboye Repreſentation ; which muſt ſhock thoſe 
ws H inte 
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into whom God hath not ſent a ſtrong Deluſion; 
that they ſhould believe a Lie; for, in the above 
Repreſentation, St. Peter is ſtript in Heaven, 
of all that Supremacy, which, while the Pope 
is on Earth, he is ſo ſolicitous to procure to 
him. Since he is there ſeated below the Pope 
from whom he derived his Authority, while 
on Earth) and placed at the Feet of the Virgin 
Mary, and St. Paul fitting upon a level with 
him. Upon this Repreſentation of the Pope, 
who can forbear calling to Mind, Daniel's 
Deſcription of his little Horn? vii. 24. And 
the ten Horns out of this Kingdom are ten Kings 
that ſhall ariſe: and another ſhall ariſe after 
them, and he ſhall be diverſe from the firſt, and 
be ſhall ſubdue three Kings, V.25. And he 
ſhall fpeak great Words againſt the moſt High, 
and ſhall wear out the Saints of the moſt High, 
and ſhall think to change Times and Laws, and 
they ſhall be given into his Hand, until a Time, 
Times, and the dividing of Time . V. 26. 
But the Judgment ſhall fit, and they ſhall take 


away 


* Tt is very obſervable, how applicable this Numerical 
Prophecy both of Daniel's and St. John's, is, to the hiſto- 
rical Account of the Beaſt. Scarce had the Beaſt aroſe to 
his full Strength, ere he became, as the Prophecy foretells, 
Stout abive his Fellows, and thought, nay even attempted, 
to change Times and Laus; and they were given into his 
Hands, ſince for a while he viſibly praiſed and proſpered. 
Scarce had the Woman fled to a Place prepared 277 her of 
God, becauſe the Remnant of her Seed kept the Teflimany of 


eſus, ere he held all the Earth in Subjection. Scarce are 
the Time Times and half now ended, ere the Power of the 
Beaſt is viſitly ſhaken, It ceaſes 10 pradtiſe and proſper. His 
Kingdom is already full of Darkneſs, His Rulers are be- 
come 
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away bis Dominion, to conſume, and to deftroy it 
unto the End. E with St. gt 
Deſcription of the wild Beaſt, Who, that 
knows the Power, but muſt acknowledge the 
Likeneſs! Rev. xiii. 1. And 1 flood upon the 
Sand of the Sea, and ſaw 4 Beaſt riſe up out of 
the Sea, having ſeven Heads and ten Horns, and © 
ufon his Horns ten Crowns, and upon his Heads 
the Name of Blaſphemy. V. 5. And there was 
given unto lim a Mouth ſpeaking great Things 
and Blaſphemies; and Power was given unto 
him to continue forty and two Months, V. 6. 
And he opened his Mouth in Blaſphemy againſt 
God, to blaſpbeme his Name, and his Tabernack, 
and them that duell in Heaven. Compare the 
above with St. Paul's Deſcription of his Man 
of Sin, the Son of Perdition, the very Anti- 
chriſt, Words cannot expreſs a ſtronger Like- 
neſs. And we may juſtly cry out in Admiration, 
the Finger of God is here. 2 Theſſ. ii, 3, 4, 
&c. Let no Man deceive you by any Means ; for 
that Day ſhall not come except there come a fall- 
ing away firſt, and that Man of Sin be revealed, 


come Wanderers upon the Face of the Earth, and are 
ready to gnaw their Tongues for Pain, though through the 
Depth of their Policy, they have ſecured themſelves a 
timely Retreat, "where they repent not of their Deeds. * Re- 
fle& on theſe Things, ere it be too late, ye Yorſhippers of 
the Image F the Beaſt, Hear the gracious, Call of the Fa- 
ther of Mercies, the God of all Comfort. Come out of this 
Hold of every faul Spirit, this Cage of every unclean and a 
hateful Bird, that ye be not partakers of her Sins, and that 
ye receive not of her Plagues: far her Sins have reached unto 
Heaven, and Ged hath rememlered her Intquitics, 
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the Son of Perdition : V. 4. Who ofpoſeth and 
exalteth himſelf above all that is called God, or 
that is worſhipped; ſo that be as God, ſitteth in 
the Temple of God, ſhewing himſelf that he is 
| God. Theſe Deſcriptions are indeed dreadful, 
but they are evidently Deſcriptions of the very 
ſame Power; two of them are repreſented with 
the very ſame Emblems of Authority, as hav- 
ing ſeven Heads and ten Horns, The other is 
expreſſed in the very ſame Words, as ſpeaking 
Blaſphemy. Who, that is the leaſt acquainted 
with Hiſtory, but will anſwer, they are appli- 
cable to Rome, and to Rome alone. Who wear- 
eth now the triple Crown of thoſe three King- 
doms, which Daniel's little Horn was to ſub- 
due? The plain and obvious Anſwer, is, 
Rome. Daniel ſpeaks this prophetically of his 
little Horn, as a little Horn, that ſhall ariſe 
with the ten Kings. St. Paul ſpeaks of it as (till 
future in his Time, and pointeth out the very 
Signs that ſhall preceed his coming. St. John 
ſpeaks of it again, as a wild Beaſt that was 
ſtill in a Viſion only, but one that ſhould cer- 
. tainly come, and proceeds to point out the very 
Time of his Riſe, the Length of his Conti- 
nuance, and his remarkable End ; that he 
ſhould be burnt with Fire, as Daniel's little 
Horn ſhould be. Who exalteth himſelf above 
all that is called God, or that is worſhipped : 6 
that he as God, fitteth in the Temple of God, 
ſhewing himſelf that he is God. Is there a Power 
on Earth that aims at this, except the Pope ? 


Who, after his Coronation, is placed upon the 
| Altar 
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Altar (in the Temple) fitting to be worſhipped. 
by his blind Votaries, with a bended Knee? 
The Anſwer therefore again muſt be, Rome! 


BuT to return, The Papiſts may indeed 
with a Jeſuitical Evaſion urge, that the Perſon 
repreſented in the above-mentioned Plate in 
their Breviary, is meant to expreſs God the 
Father, But from this Subterfuge they have 
already excluded themſelves, for he is placed 
on the left Hand of our Saviour, and therefore: 
cannot be intended for God the Father. But, 
we ſhall further ſhew, that they evidently and 
inconteſtibly deſigned hereby the Pope in that 
Figure. For in the Latin Bible, printed at 
Mentz in 4to, with the Teſtament, publiſhed 
by Schonwetter, A. D. 1609, with Copper 
Plates, againſt the xix Chapter of the Apoca- 
lypſe, (as deeply apprehenſive, that we Here- 
tics, as they are pleaſed, to call us, might one 
Day accuſe the Pope of being the Beaſt in the 
Revelation, and even ſucceed in that Attempt, 
by the ſimilar Deſcription therein given) the 
Romaniſts have very artfully, as well as im- 
piouſly, ſet the Pope with his Tiara, or triple 
Crown upon his Head, upon our Saviour's 
White Horſe, as the Victor, with the Sword 
proceeding out of his Mouth, and as the Text 
expreſſeth it, with Flaſhes of Fire proceeding 
from his Eyes . Theſe have been, and till

lt is very obſervable, that about the Time of the Re- 
formation, no Teſtament would have been well received, 
H 3 that 
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are the deſtruQtive Arts, made uſe of within 
the Pale of the Church of Rome (which boldly 

romiſes to all it's Sons Salvation, upon paying 
the Price of their Forgiveneſs) to gain Proſe- 
lytes, and to keep their unhappy Votaries in a 
profound Ignorance ; to this End they lock up 
the Scriptures from them in an unknown Tongue. 


IT is in vain for all the Sophiſtry of Rome 
itſelf to endeavour to evade this Charge, fince 
this and much more of this Kind, may doubt- 
leſs be produced . the Romaniſts, from 
that amazing Fund, and laſting Monument of 
the Piety and Learning of this Nation, the 
Britiſh Muſæum; which promiſeth, upon a 
due Examination, a full Diſcovery of all the 
Frauds and Errors of the Church of Rome: 
the Governors of which, to their Honour be it 
fpoken, are as communicative, as they are 
careful of the valuable Charge committed to 
their Truſt by the Public, oY 


that had not Cuts in the Revelation, though they had none 
in any other Part of the Teſtament. And the Deſign of 
this was evident, at that Time, to draw off the Readers 
from the original Text, by falſe Repreſentations of it in 
the Cuts, For inſtance, pon pouring out the firſt Vial in 
the Revelation upon the Morſbippers of the Image of the Beaſt, 
inſtead of repreſenting it according to the Senſe of the Ori- 
ginal, they have, in the above Vatican Copy of the Teſta- 
ment, repreſented the Vial as poured out upon the Turks, 
and the Kings of the Eaſt; but not the leaſt Appearance 
of it's touching the Beaſt, or his other Worſhippers. 


Having 
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Hains laid before my Readers theſe 'two 
inconteſtible Marks of the Beaſt, viſible in the 
Church of Rome, I leave them to determine, 
what Power there is now upon Earth, to whom 
the Beaſt can be applicable, but modern Rome. 
Let them then determine, Whether, as Daniel 
hath expreſely declared, his little Horn ſhall 
continue il the Judgment fit upon the Beaſt, 


and the Kingdom be given to the Saints of the 


moſt High, an everlaſting Kingdom (which con- 
ſequently proves, that when the little Horn 
hath once appeared, he ſhall not ceaſe, and 
therefore muſt now be upon the Earth) whe» 
ther Rome, and Rome alone, is not the very 
Beaſt in the Revelation. Since all Writers are 
unanimous in their Agreement, that the ten 
Kings which wert to ariſe at one Hour with the 
Beaſt, have already began their Reign ; and 
three of them have already been plucked up by the 
Roots ; and that the ten Kings aroſe, A. D. 455. 


If this be admitted, we are naturally led to - 


that material Queſtion, whether Rome, 
wearing the triple Crown, hath not laid Claim 
to the Title of the Beaſt in the Revelation? 


Judge then, whether within the Pale of ſuch 


a Church, there can be any Security of Salva» 
tion? And, whether in Point of Policy, any 
Thing could poſſibly retain their Converts with- 
in the Boſom of it, but the moſt rigorous Diſ- 
cipline, and a total Ignorance of it's Dotrines? 
Accordingly, they are not ſuffered to read the 
Scriptures, but in an unknown Tongue, con- 
trary to St. Paul's Ioſtructions, who ſays,

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1 Cor. xiv. 2. Whoſs ſpeaketh in an unknown 
Tongue, ſpeaketh not unto Men, but unto God. 
Therefore, as well knowing how contradictory 
the Doctrines of their Church are to the Tenor 
of the Goſpel, they. enforce the Belief of their 
Doctrines upon their unhappy Converts under 
Pain of Inquiſitorial Torments here, and the 
dreadful Horrors of an imaginary Purgatory 
hereafter. - But the Time is now come, 25 the 
Kingdom of the Beaſt 70 be full of Darkneſs. 
Let the thinking Part of Mankind refle& on 
that awakening Revolution, a Revolution that 
muſt excite our Wonder, which firſt began, 
and is fill carrying on within the Kingdoms, 
molt bigotted to the Church of Rome. Where, 
in Spite of all the Blindneſs of Ignorance, and 
all the Horrors of an Inquiſition, - they have at 
once ſhook off the ſtrongeſt Fetters of Popery, 
thoſe deeply rivetted by the Jeſuits, whom mo- 
dern, as well as antient Popes, have proclaimed 
to be the darling Sons of Rome. Let then 
my Reader reſolve, whether the Papacy is not 
the Kingdom of the Beaſt ? Whether that King- 
dom is not viſibly darkened, in a total Suppreſ- 
ſion of ſuch an Order, by the eldeſt Son of the 
Church of Rome, and by the moſt Catholic 
King, as it is declared-by St. John, that on the 
pouring out of the fifth Vial (the very Times 
we are now under) the Kingdom of the Beaſt 
ſhall be full of Darkneſs. Rev. xvi. 10. 


As, in the Courſe of this Supplement, as 


well as in the Eſſay, from the Nature of the 
hb.) 1 11 Subject 
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Subject itſelf, I have been obliged to repeat, as 
well as contract, many Things in different Parts 
of both, I ſhall here collect the Sum and Sub- 
ſtance of the whole Plan, into one ſhort and 
connected Point of View. Abr 


Upon the whole then, the preſent Plan is 
this; that Daniel and St. John are the two 
Witneſſes mentioned in the Revelation to St, 
John. That Daniel's being a ſealed Viſion, 
he hath delivered only ſome groſs or indefinite 
Numbers, which in their due Time were to 
be counted. But as St. John's was an open 
Viſion, he hath added to them other Numbers, 
and Divifions of them, which give Light to 
the. former. Accordingly, Daniel mentions 
the Term of a Time, Times and half, Daniel 
xii. 7. and declares, that during thoſe Times 
the- holy People ſhall be ſcattered. But St. 
John hath added the following Explanation of 
them, Rev. xii. 14. he hath firſt deſcribed them 
in general Terms as Daniel hath done, but 
then he proceeds to be more particular, by 
deſcribing his Church, or the holy People, 
under the Character of a Woman (in Alluſion, 
perhaps, to the Virgin Mary, from whom, as 
the Head of his Church, Chriſt /prung) 2nd 
ſays, that ſhe ſhall flee into the Wilderneſs from 
the Pace of the Serpent or Satan , (having two 
Wings of a great Eagle given to her, to imply 
the Haſte of her Flight, and the Danger ſhe

was in) for the ſaid Time, Times and half 4, 
which our Saviour intimates to have begun, 
Luke x. 18, about A. D. 32. when he tells his 
Diſciples he /aw Satan fall ike Lightening from 
Heaven. But, becauſe at that Time, viz. 
A. D. 49, the holy People were to be re- 
jected, and another to be called, and it was ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary upon that Account, the Wo- 
man ſhould fly into the Wilderneſs for Safety; 
St. John hath elſewhere deſcribed the grand 
Characteriſtic of the End of thoſe Times, and 
ſaid, that at the End of them, or when the 
Accompliſhment to ſcatter the Power of the holy 
People ſhall take Place, according to Daniel 
xii. 7, that is, upon pouring out of the fifth 
Vial, as St. John expreſſes it, the Seat, or 
Kingdom of the Beaſt ſhall be full of Darkneſs, 
Rev. xvi. 10. which ſeems to have been an- 
ſwered in the Event. For, by actual Calcula- 
tion it appeareth, as Dr. Creſſener hath obſerved 
vpon the Apocalypſe, p. 236, that the Time, 


t Theſe Time, Times and half, Daniel himſelf ſeems 
to have pointed out the Beginning and End of; for he 
ſays, they are io be employed in ſcattering the haly People, con- 
ſequently, as hath been already obſerved, they began A. D. 
49. He ſays, vii. 26. that then, or at the End of thoſe 
Times, the Fudgment /hall fit, and they ſhall take away his (the 
Beaſt's) Dominion, and 1 and dęſiroy it, unto the End. 
Apply the Number of the Beaſt 666, to the End of

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Times and half of the Tyranny of the little 
Horn, or Beaſt, over the Church of God, 
does certainly refer to ſome whole Number of 
ſeven Times, and theſe Times accordingly 
doubled, or 3430 Prophetical Days or Years, 
ſeemingly anſwer to the Diſtance of Time be- 
tween the Birth of Chriſt and the Battle of 
Gog and Magog, Rev. xx. 8. and Dan. xii. 1. 
as likewiſe to the Terms of our Saviour's Nu- 
merical Prophecy, St. Matt. xviii. As a fur- 
ther Confirmation of the Propriety of this Cal- 
culation, add to the Time, Times and half of 
Daniel (beginning them at the Call of the Gen- 
tiles, A. D. 49) the Number of the Beaſt 666, 
Rey. xiii. 18. it carries us on to A. D. 2430, 
ſeemingly the Revelation of St. Paul's Man of 
Sin, the Son of Perdition, which is Antichriſt 
or Daniel's little Horn. The Reader will 
plainly diſcern this, by comparing 2 Theſſ. ii. 
v. 3. to v. 12. and Daniel vii, 8. 25. & xi. 36, 
with Rev, xiii. 5, 6, 14. eſpecially, as the End 
of both, is to be the ſame, to fall out at the 
very ſame Period of Time (if Numbers may 
be relied upon) and to be brought about by the 
very ſame Means. For St. Paul ſays, that the 
Man of Sin, or Son of Perdition, the Lord 
ſhall conſume with the Spirit of his Mouth, and 
ſhall deſtroy him with the Brightneſs of bis com- 
ing ; in the fame Manner, the Lord, the Son 
of Man, is deſcribed to St. John, Rev. i. 18, 
He had in his rigbt Hand ſeven Stars, and out 
of his Mouth went à two-edged Sword, and his 
Countenance was as the Sun when be ſhineth ” 

s 
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his Strength. So again, he deſcribes the Man- 
ner of the Deſtruction of the Beaſt, in the Re- 
velation xix. 15. Out of his Mouth goeth a ſharp 
Sword, that with it he ſhould ſmite the Nations: 
and he ſhall rule them with a Rod of Iron: and 
be treadeth the Wine Preſs of the Fierceneſs and 
Wrath of God. V. 21. And the Remnant were 
lain with the Sword of bim that ſat upon the 
Horſe, which Sword proceedeth out of his Mouth. 
If then, that Event is to take Place, A. D. 
2430 (which it appears it will do, from actual 
Calculation, by adding thereto the ſix Years 
for flaying the Witneſſes, &c. as deſcribed Rev. 
xi.) the whole of this Numerical Prophecy 
comprehends a Term of 2436 Prophetical Days 
or Years, the very Time from the Birth of our 
Saviour to the Beginning of St. John's Millen- 


nium, according to our common Computation 
of Time, | 


Sr. Joux has pointed out a Diviſion of the 
firſt 1715 Prophetical Days, or Years, viz. 
A. D. 455, the Riſe of the Beaſt, and the ten 
Kings; and by adding thereto the 1260 Pro- 
phetical Days or Years of St. John, Rev. xii. 6. 
they terminate A. D. 1715, a very remarkable 
Era in the Annals of theſe Kingdoms of Great 
Britain; when the- ſtrongeſt Effort was made 
for the Reeſtabliſhment of the Papacy, the 
Beaſt, within them, but was moſt wonderfully 
defeated, and his Hopes ſoon after entirely cut 
off, by a National Abjuration of his Power and 
Authority: And it hath ever ſince been a ſtand- 
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ing Law of the Nation, ſolemnly to abjure his 
Power or Pretenſions to any Authority, This 
is the more obſervable, as' the Kingdom of 
Great Britain may be looked upon as à Capital 
of the ten Kingdoms, and the Reformation 
which preceeded it, is acknowledged by all our 
Hiſtorians to have been the deepeſt Wound that 
Popery ever received. At 49 Years Diſtance 
from that remarkable National Abjuration of 
Popery within theſe Kingdoms, as it was fore- 
told to St. John, the Kingdom of the Beaſt 
hath become full of Darkneſs, fince the King 
of France, the eldeſt Son of the Church of 
Rome, hath baniſhed for ever from his King- 


dom, the moſt ſtrenuous Advocates for the 
Advancement of the Papacy, the boldeſt Sons 


of the Church of Rome, the Jeſuits. And 
ſince that Time the King of Spain hath done 
the ſame, Many States who have formerly 
trembled at the Nod of Rome, now bid a bold 
Defiance to it's fulminating Power, and deſpiſe 


that haughty one, who as St. John expteſſes it, 
had two Horns lite a Lamb, Rev. xiii. 11. and 


for a while ſtiled himſelf, Servus Servorum, 
till he became ſlout above bis Fellows, and then 


trod upon the Neck of an Emperor, and con- 


temptuouſly kicked away with his Foot the im- 


perial Crown. We have lived to ſee with our 


own Eyes, that intolerable Pride humbled, and 
the very Event St. John has deſcribed, to take 
Place, the Kingdom of the Beaſt to be full of 
Darkneſs. | a 

| T, 
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Sr. Jonw' hath taken Notice of another Num- 
hier a very myſterious one, viz. 666, which 
be calls the Number of the Name of a Man. 
Now, the Name of a Man, ſeems in the Re- 
velation, in particular, to intimate ſuch a Per- 
fon, as is utterly reprobate to every good Work; 
and hath accordingly, 'only the Appearance of 
a Man, guided by the Uſe of Reaſon. St. 
James makes uſe of an Expreſſion which ſeems 

to juſtify this Application of the Words, where 
he deſcribes the wicked or natural Man, as Be- 
holding himſelf in a Glaſs, and going away, and 
forgetting what manner of Man he was. Such 
an one therefore, is not improperly called, by 
the Name of a Man. And what ſeems further 

to juſtify this Application of the Words, is, that 
in the Deſcription of thoſe that are to fall at the 
Deſtruction of the Beaſt, in the City, Rev. xi. 

13. they are ſtiled not Men, but Names of 
Men *. Now to count the Number of ſuch a 
Name of a Man, ſeems more properly to count 
the Time when he will become the Name of a 
Man only, conſequently by this Expreſſion, 
we are to underſtand the Time of his Declen- 
fron from Manhood, and in this particular Caſe, 
ſince the Beaſt is deſcribed, as hoving Lyes like 
a Man, it ſeems to refer to the Time when 
his Policy failed him, as a Man, that is, when 
his Kingdom, as a Man, became full of Dark- 
neſs. In this Senſe, the Name of a Man ap- 
peareth very applicable to the Beaſt, at the 
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Time of his Declenſion. Accordingly, add the 
Number of the Name of the Beaſt, Rev. xiii. 
18. to the End of the Time, Times and balf, 
beginning them A. D. 49, it extends to A. D. 
2430, and ſeems to refer, as Daniel expreſſes 
it, to the Conſumption of the Beaſt, vii. 26. 
that is, from A. D. 1764, his Kingdom ſhall 
be full of Darkneſs, and continue to conſume 
to the End, for 666 Years, till the End A. D. 
2430, when, according to Daniel, he ſhall 
appear in another Shape, and be revealed as the 
Man of Sin, or Antichriſt, and be defroyed by 
Fire. But, as this is a future Event, Time 
alone muſt determine it: Yet our Conjectures 
about it are innocent, while our Endeavours 
are only to explain, and not to dictate. : 


IT was faid, Rev. x. 11. to St. John, Tan 
muſt prophecy again, before many People, and 
Nations, and Tongues, and Kings. How ap- 
plicable our prefent Plan is to this, I leave to 
the Judgment of my Reader, with this Obſer- 
vation only ; that, as St. John had before pro- 
phecied, that the Beaſt ſhould pradtiſe and prof- 
per from A. D. 455, to A. D. 1715, or for 
1260 Prophetical Days or Years; ſo in the 
above Chapter it is declared, that he muſt pro- 

phecy again. When the Witneſſes are about to 
finiſh the Teſtimony xi. 7. he is to prophecy, 
not as before, for a Term of 1260 Prophetical 
Days, or Years, but for a Term of 1260 Na- 
tural Days, or three Years and an half only, at 
that Time claatbed in Saclelub; becauſe, dur- 

ing 
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ing that Time, They of the People, and Kin- 
dreds, and Tongues, and Nations, ſhall ſee their 
dead Bodies for three Days and an half, and 
ſhall not ſuffer their dead Bodies to be put in 
Graves, xi. 9. The Prophecying of the two 
Witneſſes, after they are dead, is an Expreſ- 
fion that ſome well-meaning Perſons have ta- 
ken Exception at, but if we underſtand the 
Words figuratively, as they appear to be 
meant, that the two Witneſſes ſhall not die 
corporally, only their Teſtimony, the worſt of 
Deaths to them, be totally ſuppreſſed during 
that Time, it gives a natural and eaſy Solution 
to the whole. I can foreſee but one Objection 
this Solution is liable to, that both the Witneſ- 
ſes are ſaid to prophecy during that Time, 
which does not appear (and, by the bye, limits 
the Prophecy to two Perſons only, and does 
not extend it to two collective Bodies of Men 
as ſome have ſuppoſed) but this is likewiſe ea- 
fily ſolved, by obſerving only, that Daniel 
hath prophecied as well as St. John, only as his 
was a ſealed Viſion, he hath not expreſſed it as 
St. John hath done. For by adding his and 
St, John's 42 Prophetical Months, and St. 
John's thouſand Years together, they preciſely 
fill up the Space of Time between the Birth of 
Chriſt, and the End of St. John's Millennium, 
according to our preſent Computation, viz.

This is the preciſe Time from the Birth of 
Chriſt to the End of St. John's Millennium; 
exactly ſix Vears, as before obſerved, more 
than our Saviour's ſecond Numerical Prophe- 
Ty, Matt. xviii. of 3430 Years, 


IT was expreſsly foretold by Daniel, that to 
the fourth general Kingdom ſhould ſucceed ten 
leſſer Kingdoms, and with them ſhould ariſe a 
little Horn, the Horn of Daniel, or the Beaſt in 
the Revelation ; that God ſhould put it into the 
Hearts of thoſe ten Kings to join and give 
their Power and Strength unto the Beaſt, and 
that he ſhould hold all the Earth in Subjection, 
until the Words ſpoken of God, by his holy Pro- 
phets, ſhould be fulfilled, and the Myſtery of God 
ſhould be finiſhed. In Confirmation of this Part 
of Daniel's Prophecy, not only the ten King- 
doms, but the Kings of the Earth have like- 
wiſe actually given up their Power unto the 
Beaſt, (from whence Rome, it may be, hath 
preſumed to lay Claim to the Title of the Ca» 
tholic Church) when through the Policy of 
that Power, almoſt every known Kingdom 
upon Earth ſent out large Armies to ſerve in 
the Croiſade or holy War: during which, the 


Roman Pontiff parcelled out their Kingdoms 
* amongſt 


* 
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amongſt his Favorites, and became fout above 
kis Fellows, and divided the Land for Gain. 
And added an immenſe Patrimony to his 
Church, the very Thing Daniel's little Horn 
was to do (as he was to fit in the Temple, as 
well as on the Throne) and was likewiſe to be 
the diſcriminating Mack of the Beaſt in the 
Revelation, The whole ſeems to anſwer to 
Daniel's Prophetical Deſcription. That the 
Stone that was without Hands ſhall ſmite the 
Image upon his Feet, that were of Iron and 
Clay, and they ſhall be broken to Pieces, and 
the Stone that ſmote the Image ſhall become a 
great Mountain, and in Time fill the whole 
Earth; accordingly from A. D. 455, to A. D. 
1715, (exactly St. John's 1260 Prophetical 
Days or Years) we find the Beaſt continually 
practiſing and proſpering, as Daniel ſays, and 
the Kings giving their Power and Strength to 
him. Till on the very next Year 1716, we 
find a National Abjuration of the Power of the 
Beaſt, or the Pope, made within the Kingdom 
of Great Britain, the Capital of the ten King- 
dons, (as having been itſelf divided into ſeven 
leſſer Kingdoms at the Time of the Heptarchy, 
the firſt of which, the Kingdom of Kent, be- 
gan, A. D. 455.) And an utter Excluſion of 
every Popiſh Succeſſor to the Throne of theſe 
Kingdoms, is now become the ſtanding Law 
of the Nation, In theſe Kingdoms likewiſe, 
the Reformation of the Worſhippers of the 
Image of the Beaſt effectually ſucceeded, A. D. 
1519, the ſevereſt Blow the Papacy had ever 
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met with. From that Time till A D. 1764, 
and fince, the remaining ſeven Kingdoms of 
Daniel (for the other three had long before 
been plucked up by the Roots, by the Power 
of the Beaſt) have ſhewn a Diſpoſition 
towards doing the ſame ; even thoſe who, ac- 
cording to Dr. Brown's (Archbiſhop of Dub- 
lin) Prophecy, have ſuccoured them moſt, the 
moſt ſtrenuous Advocates for Popery. In Con- 
firmation of this, we have already been Eye- 
Witneſſes to the Fact, that preciſely at the 
End of Daniel's Time Times and half, from 
the Call of the Gentiles, A. D. 49, when the 
Time was come for the Accompliſiment to ſcat- 
ter the Power of the boy People, the Kingdom 
of the Beaſt began to be full of Darkneſs, by 
the King of France ſuppreſſing for ever the 
whole Order of the Jefuits, an Order which 
hath been the principal Supporters of it, which 
hath fince been more darkened in the like un- 
expected Suppreſſion of them by the moſt Ca- 
tholic King of Spain. We ſee this Event ſtill 
viſibly taking Place ; the chief Supporters of 
the Kingdom of the Beaſt become Wanderers 
upon the Face of the Earth, and even petty 
States, thoſe who have formerly trembled at 
the Nod of Rome, now make light of its 
Power, and no lunger fear the Thunder of its 
Excommunications. He, whoſe Legate only 
hath ſtruck a Panic into Sovereign Power, hath 
lately ſtooped to aſk even Bread for his favo- 
rite Sons, and been denied it. But the Expul- 
fion of the. Jeſuits from Spain, carries with it a 
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Severity which muſt induce the World to con- 
clude, that their Miſdemeanors have not been 
Errors in Judgment, but Crimes of the deepeſt 
Dye. And in this the Power of Rome itſelf 
Glens to have born a Part, and to have ſhared 
in the Diſgrace. For, at the ſame Time hath 
been aboliſhed every Proceſſion throughout the 
| Year, except that on Corpus Chriſti Day, 
which muſt deeply affect the Influences of 
Popery. Since, ſtrip Popery of its Ceremo- 
nies, the Pageantry of its Profeſſions, and the 
Terror of its Inquifitorial Tribunals, and it will 
ſoon dwindle into a low Traffic for Indulgences, 
and a paltry School for teaching the Arithmetic 
of Beads, Theſe wonderful Inſtances of its 
Declenſion are ſtrong Preſages, that the Time 
is coming, when the Kings ſhall hate the Whore 
and make her deſolate ; eſpecially if we take it 
into Conſideration, that by Computation of 
Authors, France, Spain and Portugal, which 
are ſuppoſed to have maintained one third of 
the whole Order of the Jeſuits, have already 
ſuppreſſed them. 


To you who have already received the Mark 
of the Beaſt, and are become the unhappy Vo- 
tarics of Rome, permit me to recommend, be- 
fore it be too late, a Conſideration of that 
dreadful Judgment denounced againſt the Beaſt, 
and the Wor ſhippers of the Image of the Beaſt, 
not * the Voice of Man, but of God.

Becauſe the fourth 
great Beaſt of Daniel hath long ſince been upon 
the Earth, hath been already broken into ten 
Kingdoms ; and a Beaſt, diverſe from the reſt, 
hath already plucked up three Kingdoms by the 
Roots, and is ſtill in Being; that thoſe ten 
Kings, and likewiſe the Kings of the Earth have 
drank of her Fornication, and have committed 
Fornication with ber. It is Time, therefore, 
now to attend that gracious Summons given to 
the Worſhippers of the Image of the Bealt in 
the Revelation, come out of her, my People, that 
ye be not Partakers of her Sins, and that ye 
receive not of her Plagues; for her Sins baue 
reached up unto Heaven, and God hath remem-
